Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-26 are allowed because the prior art made of record does not teach or 
suggest an evaluation apparatus or circuit design method/system in the manner as 
recited in the claims. 

2. With respect to claims 1-12, the prior art fails to teach the combination of steps in 
claims 1 and 8 including the following particular steps as recited in claim 1 and similarly 
recited in claim 8: 

a mutual/drain conductance calculation circuit for calculating a mutual/drain 
conductance at a frequency of the AC input signal of the MOSFET from a ratio of 
amplitude of an AC component of a measured current and amplitude of the AC input 
signal, 

wherein the gate, the source and the drain of the MOSFET are being applied a 
DC voltage. 

3. With respect to claims 1 3-26, the prior art fails to teach the combination of steps 
in claims 13, 17, 20 and 24 including the following particular steps as recited in claim 13 
and similarly in claims 17, 20 and 24, as indicated in paragraph 10 of the NON-FINAL 
office action dated 9/13/2007.
